* It was learnt from Hriday Chakravarty, a Forward Blocist 
that Dr. Kani Ganguly contacted with Nazis both in Germany and 
Calcutta and that he while in Germany long before the war conceived - 
the idea of installing a Broadcasting Station under the patronage 
of the Nazis ostensively for the purpose of broadcasting anti- 
British to India. Hiran Easak s/o Dr. Sarat Basak is working in 
place of Dr. Ganguly after his return to India. Dr. Ganguly is said 
to be a first friend of Subhas Bose. Besides Subhas Bose, Hiran 
Basak broadcasts regularly from this station in English and Bengali. 
Cue Hassan or Hossein, a Calcutta Muslim said to be a relation 
of Communist Shamsul Euda speaks in Urdu from this station. The 
main theme of broadcasting from this station is to broadcast 
to the Indians anti-British in abusive language and to exhort 
them not to be lured by any promise of compromise - slogans of the 
Blocists. He further stated that several other stations to broadcast 
a similar issue have since been installed in the Axis countries 
by the effort of Subhas Bose. These stations are named as Himalaya 
Broadcasting, Eindusthan Broadcasting, Freedom India or Azad Hind 
Broadcasting Stations. The activities of these stations according 
to Kriday Chakravarty, will grow bitter with the success of Japanese 
progress in India. Already the broadcasts have its desired effect 
on the revolutionary groups in India and Bengal in particular 
and the belief in any kind of compromise is completely shaken. 

Hiran Easak is the younger brother of Communist Kiron 
Basak. He went to Germany to qualify himself as Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineer snd studied in Munich. It is said that the 
High Commissioner for India, at the request of Dr. Sarat Basak 
enquired about Hiran Basak after the war and the High Commissioner 
was informed that Hiran Basak was unwilling to return and engaged 
as a research scientist under the Nazis.

Both Kristo Chatter iee (Forward Bloc) of Howrah 
and Suresh Mojumdar of the Ananda Bazar are of the 
opinion that Sarat Bose’s arrest is based on certain 
documents prepared by Sankarlel Basal. The latter 
while in Japan had furnished the Japanese authorities 
and certain representatives of the Black Dragon 
Society with a list, of leading Indian nationalists, 
who would work as Fifth Columnists, in the event. of 
India being attacked by Japan. Sankarlal Basal includ 
ed Sarat Bose’s name and certain terrorists. He was 
unable to impress his hearers in Japan who considered 
him to be a tail-talker. Ultimately the Japanese 
authorities forwarded the names to the Japanese Consu- 
late in Calcutta for verification. The Japanese 
Consulate established contact with Sarat Bose. This 
came to the notice of the Police who also secured the 
list submitted by Basal through the Military Intelli- 
gence . 

Suresh Mojumdar feels that if the Government of 
India chose to produce the evidence it would be 
prejudicial to Sarat Bose’s political career, in the 
face of the present strong anti-Japanese feeling among 
almost all political groups.

Mr.Ohta, in course of a long conversation 
said on the 16th November, that he would like to see 
Mr.Sarat Bose. at the end of this month or at the 
beginning of December - just to tell him that the 
present Consul-General. Mr.Iida was rather reluctant 
to continue the contact. Mr.Ohta said that his wife 
was friendly with the womenfolk 9f Mr .Bose s family; 
but in these days of suspicion, it was not discreet 
to meet them socially. 

Mr.Ohta informed that Mr.Iida entertained 
one Indian, a certain Mukherjee (Ohta does not know the 
full name) at his flat on the 14th November, Iida in- 
vited Ohtas, but they could not attend this Party at. 
Iida’s flat. Most probably this Indian is D.N.Mukherji, 
who was connected with the Japanese importing. 1 irm 
C.Itoh Co. of 135 Canning street. D.N.lIukherji is an 
old friend of Mr.Iida when he had been a chanoellor oi 
the Consulate at Calcutta seven or eight years .agp. 

(This suggestion oi the identity of D.N.mukherji is a 
pure conjecture). 

Mr.Ohta says that they have very little to 
do now-a-days at the office. Iida just sits ldls; he 
does not write his despatches to Japan, as he is not 
allowed to use any code. The remnants of the Japanese 
oolony meet at one another’s house by turn; so, Ohta 
says they are having a rather dull time. imr.Moto wants 
to go back to Japan as soon as possible. 

Mr.Ohta has started writing a thesis on 
"W n r 4 Conflict”, which he thinks as a purely academic 
dissertation. In this thesis he wants to prove that the 
Siho- Japanese war is not to be regarded as "war in the 
strictest sense of international. law; so the third 
Powers should ke«p their neutrality. Ohta says that 
authorities here cannot find any fault with nim it he 
publishes this essay in any serious review of some 
learned society, as it. is a purely technical. subject 
having nothing to do with contemporary political topics. 

Ohta is now-a-days so much nervous that he 
proposes to show his thesis to the police authoiities 
before publication.

In course of a long conversation with Mr.Ohta of the 
Japanese Consulate on the 26th October at his residence, it is 
understood that Mr, Okazaki, the Japanese Consul General, had 
received telegraphic instructions from the Japan foreign Office 
on the 21st October to sail for Japan by the evacuees* ship. 

Mr. Okazaki did not expect so sudden a departure; sc he madfc 
necessary arrangements in *a hurry. He could not take booJfys, 
papers, etc. with him. He was very eager to m et Mr. 3arat Boae 
before he loft, Calcutta. 3o he sent Mr.Ohta to Mr. A. K, 
tkher j i ' s house on the 22nd, but as Mr. iiukher j i was away from 
Calcutta, Mr.Ohta could not arrange the interview between 
Mr. Okazaki and Mr. Sarat 3ose. 










Mr. Okazaki left Calcutta on the 26th October for Bombay; 
the boat will sail on the 1st November. All the Japanese 
residents of Calcutta, except SO, have Je f t for Bombay. Mr.Ohta 
informs that the remaining Japanese uay leave for Japan in 
November by the Indo-China Steamship Line. 



Mr.Ohta states that as the normal activities of the 
Japanese Consulate have been discontinued, there wae no meaning 
in Mr. Okazaki's continuing to remain at his post here. Mr. Mo to 
will also 3oon go back to Japan. Mr.Iida and Mr.Ohta will 
be left in charge of the Consulate. The junior staff of the 
Calcutta Office - Mr.Ishida, Mr.Takabatake and Mr.3atoh - may be 
recalled to Japan before the end of this year. Most probably 
the Japanese Consul at Bombay will act as Consul General, as he 
is senior to Mr.Iida, while Mr.Iida may remain as Vice-Consul 
at Calcutta. 



The Consulate has been removed to the premises at 
Harrington Street which wae occupied by the now defunct Nippon 
Club, Mr.Ohta says that they have very little work to do at 
the new office, and he will have a great deal of leisure to 
study Indian problems fairly thoroughly. Mr.Ohta wants to see 
Mr. Sarat Bose (he has been instructed to do so by Mr. Okazaki) 
on the latter's return to Calcutta.

I shall engage men to get the information 
as soon as I hear from you in reply to this note. I cannot 
say from now that the information I shall get from men 
that I engage will be usefulto us. The men will have to be 
given a trial for 2 or 3 months; if the information does 
not prove satisfactory to us, we can discharge them after 
2 or 3 months trial. 

Please let me know if I should start the organisation 
on trial. If you want me to do so, please send me fts 5000/- 
to meet preliminary expenses. I shall of course be directly 
in touch with the head of the organisation, so that he will 
know the exact nature, substance and contents of the inform- 
ation you want. I shall also pass on the information 
directly to you. If you have to leave the country, we shall 
discuss how to keep communication before you leave. 

(2) Moslem League can do nothing for Iran nor do I think 
that they will or can create any disturbance in India 
for the sake of Iran. 

(3) We have 10000 men ready immediately to take up arms. 

We can raise the number to 50000 within a few months 
of getting the money and arms we want. Please let me 
know when we may expect the arms we want and if you 
can arrange for the money we want through any other 
channel. This is very important and very urgent. 

(4) Please let me know at once if it will be possible for 
you to send a message to Mr. S. The message is very 
important and urgent. 

(5) Durga Kanta Bagchi is not a bad fellow but he is not 
in the inner circle of his group.

(6) Have you received any further message from Mr. S.? 

Have you received any reliable information regarding 
the progress of events in Europe? Will Germany proceed 
towards Iran next winter? Please let me have all 
important news received by you.

Ur* Okazaki, In course of a long conversation on 
the 3rd May, informs that Sarat Bose aiiyht see him again. 

But he thinks that Uosa cannot a s him before he leaves 
for Simla on the 6tt May ^ Okazaki says he will come back 
to Calcutta in the middle of July. Most probably Sarat 
Bose raay see him then - because Okazaki has told him 
about his movements. Okazaki will go to the Punjab, and 
North West Frontier Province at th© and of May and in 
the early part of June. He will visit Kabul and will 
meet the Japanese Minister at Lagation in Kabul. Than, 
he will travel baok to Quetta. 

Okazaki, when asked about the prospects of the 
war in the near future, informs that Germany cannot win 
the war without occupying the British Isles, because 
Germans think that if Britain is allowed to retain her 
fleet in case of a negotiated peace, they will really 
gain no tiling substantial; and that there will soon 
break out another Anglo-German war. The Germans will 
be satisfied only when Britain agrees to surrender her 
fleet - and Okazaki kno a it for certain that England 
will spurn such a demand. So, Germany must compel 
England to surrender her fleet. If Germany cannot 
successfully invade nRgland and force the British 
Government to flee to the United States or Canada in 
this year, it will be impossible for Germany to win tha 
war, if it is prolonged till next year when substantial 
American help will be available. Okazaki thinks that 
even if Germany is successful in capturing the Suez 
Canal and Mosul oil- fie Ids, Nazis cannot win the war so 
long as the invincible British float remain intact. So, 
he thinks that Japan will not take any action with 
reference to her obligations under the Tripartite Pact, 
unless and until Great Britain ia successfully invaded 
by the Nazis in this summer or in this autumn. 

Mr. Okazaki repeats the Japan Radio version that 
the Soviets have concentrated six or seven divisions on the 
Buaso-Japan border and near, the Pamirs. He thinks that 
most probably the Soviets are very keenly watching the 
developments in Iraq and in Iran. Okazaki also hints 
that Amanullah, ex- Amir of Afghanistan, is being encouraged 
by the Nazis to create confusion in Kabul. If Turkey Joins 
the Tripartite Pact (which Mr. Okazaki thinks very probable) 
Iran and Iran and Afghanistan (who are politically allied 
by treaty obligations with Turkey) will have to follow 
Turkey's example.

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Note on the recent contacts of the Bose family 
with the Japanese Consulate. 



On the 8th and 9th March, 1941, Dwijen Bose and 
Dhiren Bose, sons of Satish Bose, visited Dr.Ashit Mukherji, 
editor of the "Eastern Economist", at his residence. Dr. 
Mukherji appears to be acting as a go-between for the 
Japanese Consulate and the Bose family. m hey informed him 
that Subhas Bose was still directing their campaign and 
it was in accordance with his instructions that the All- 
India Youth League was issuing leaflets and endeavouring 
to cause strikes in essential war industries and public 
utility concerns. They lacked, however, financial strength, 
and it was therefore again in accordance with the instruct- 
ions of Subhas Bose that they desired to make contact with 
the Japanese Consulate. They admitted that Subhas Bose 
had not been able to come to any arrangement with the 
Consulate and that Lala Shankarlal had squandered a large 
part of their funds in visiting Japan without having seen 
any responsible Japanese leader.’ 

On 15.5.41 a further report was received that Ganesh 
Bose was most anxious to see the Japanese Consul General 
with a view to obtaining funds. 

On the 25rd March, 1941, Dwijen Bose saw Kageyama, 

Vice Consul, who is in charge of the Political Department 
and who has some experience of Indian conditions. Dwijen 
Bose spoke grandiloquently of their revolutionary programme 
and asked whether an interview might be arranged with the 
new Consul General Mr. Okazaki. Kageyama dismissed Dwijen 
Bose as an irresponsible youngster but said that Mr. Okazaki 
would be prepared to discuss political matters with any 
responsible leader. He did not attach any importance to 
Dwijen Bose’s plans but guessed that Dwijen Bose was merely 
trying to obtain money froto the Consulate. 
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One or two days prior to 8.4.41 Dwijen Bose again 
saw Dr. A.K. Mukherji and told him that he would try and intro- 
duce his uncle Sarat Bose or Mar Chatterji to tne Japanese 
Consul General. He said ne proposed to ask Mr.Kegeyama to 
arrange the meeting. 

On 7.4.41 Kageyama met Dwijen Bose and informed him 
that Mr. Okazaki had agreed to see Sarat Bose or any other 
responsible leader of Subhas Bose's party at 9 p.m. at his 
Ballygunge Circular residence on 8.4.41. 

On 8.4.41 Sarat Bose and Dwijen Bose fully intended 
to see Mr.Okazaki but owing to the vigilance of the police 
watchers they were unable to start out until 10 p.m. when 
during the changing over of the watchers they found an 
opportunity to slip out. When they reached Mr.Okazaki' s^ 
residence ''they found that Mr.Okazaki had already reamed to 
bed and therefore returned. Mr. Kageyama left for Bombay 
on 8.4.41 and Mr.Okazaki was thus deprived of the benefit 
of ^jiis experience. 

On 18.4.41 while Sarat Bose was up in Kurseong, Ganesh 
Bose delivered a sealed envelope to Dr.A.K .Mukherji asking 
him to hand it over to Mr.Okazaki. He also handed over 
another cover containing some sample posters and leaflets 
issued by the All-India Youth League. The letter to Mr. 
Okazaki was typed and was unsigned. It reads as follows :-

Mr. Okazaki was enquiring of an upcountry durwan where 
3 -rat Bose was. Mr. Okazaki waited for sometime and left 
at 6 p.m. The following day he wrote a letter to Dr. 

Kukherji, a copy of which is attached. 

I am not sure whether Sarat Bose himself knows of 
these negotiations with the Japanese Consulate. It may 
be that Subhas Boses nephews, having inherited a strong 
vein of the Bose Megalomania, may be undertaking these 
/negotiations o* their own initiative, but be that as it 
may, the fact remains that the Japanese Consul Mr. Okazaki 
did receive an anonymous letter written in a conspiratorial 
vein and as a consequence of that letter he did gc to see 
Carat Bose inspite of the fact that Cubhas Bose's house 
was searched only two days previously and that he did 
himself write a letter which reads as though it were 
written by a conspirator.

The said order came upon me as a very great 
surprise. I am quite ignorant of the reasons for which such 
order was passed and served on me. The facts that neither 
any member of the S.B. or the I.B. Departments came to me 
and I was not interrogated regarding anything done or 
supposed to have done by me which was or is prejudicial to 
the Government and that nothing was found during the search 
of our residence before the said order was served on me, 
force me to the conclusion that the police are pursuing their 
vendetta against me and the members of our family. I feel 
quite sure that the Commissioner of Police must have been 
misled by wrong information about me and the said order was 
procured by some underlings of the S.B. department.

On receiving the letter Mr. Okazaki informed 
Sarat Bose through Dr. Mukherji on the same day (23-4-41), 
that he would meet him according to the arrangement on 

27- 4-41, Instead of 26-4-41, and that he would go to 
Princep Ghat at the appointed time on 27-4-41. Dr. Mukherji 
said that Sarat Boae was sorry when he learnt that GanesJc 
Boae failed to deliver the first letter and severely 
reprimanded him.

really Joins the war and invades India. Dwijen Bose (the 
dark complexioned young man) claims that he is the real 
organizer of the Youth League, while Dhiren (the light 
complexioned one) claims that he is working as a fifth 
columnist. Dhiren says that he is in very very firendly 
terms with Mr. Manzoor Murshed, Secretary of Mr. Fazlul 
Haq, and Mrs. Murshed. From them, he gathers information 
about the official attitude towards Subhas Bose. (He 
3eems to know that the police Commissioner, and the Home 
Members have been severely censured by the Indian 
Government for not taking sufficient precautionary measures 
against Subhas before his escape) • Anyway, these two 
youngmen are very much loquacious; and from their 
conversations, it can be guessed that Subhas Bose may be 
hiding somewhere in India or in Nepal. They say that Mr. 
Sarma who had accompanied Lala Sankarlal to the Far East in 
1940, has recently gone to Nepal. 

It was, however, pointed out to them that the plan of 
obtaining funds from Japanese Consulate is impracticable, 
because firstly, the Consulate has never received any such 
proposals from subhas Bose; and secondly the local 
Consulate has no right to act on behalf of Japan Government 
in such a matter of grave importance. These youngmen say 
that already one of their group, Karum Mitra, a free-lance 
Journalist, saw Mr. Okazaki, the new Consul-General, and 
asked some subsidy from him for the "Hindusthan Standard" , 
which is now regularly publishing pro-Japanese articles.
